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MORE STRINGS 

ON THE BURROS 

NEW ORDINANCE IS PASSED 

Street Names Also Changed by Ordi¬ 
nance Passed by the City Trus¬ 
tees Last Evening 

To make more clear the restrictions 
imijosed on the keeping of burros and 
other animals within the city limits, 
the trustees last evening passed a new 
ordinance repealing the old ordinances 
on the same subject and stating more 
explicitly the intention of the board. 
It will be remembered that some peo¬ 
ple were at a loss to understand just 
what was permissible before, and in 
the only case ever prosecuted under 
them, the jury based their verdict on 
the fact, as they said, that they could 
not determine what the ordinance 
really intended. The new’ ordinance, 
No. 144, is printed in another column 
and should be read by all persons in¬ 
terested. 

Names of a number of streets in va¬ 
rious parts of town hav'e been changed 
by Ordinance No. 143, which was 
passed last night. The purpose is to 
make uniform the names of a number 
of streets w’hlch now have different 
names, though in line with each other 
or nearly so. The name of Palm ave¬ 
nue is changed to Mira Monte. Orange 
avenue. May avenue and Granite 
Heights avenue are changed to Alegria 
avenue. Park avenue, a short street 
running east from Sunnyside between 
Highland and Grand View, is changed 
to Laurel avenue. 

Grandln avenue, Dixie Drive and I..a- 
Belle avenue are changed to Montecito 
avenue. Hotel street is changed to 
Grove street. Pine street and Wildon 
street are changed to Hermosa avenue. 
Sierra Madre Place is changed to 
Sierra Place. With the exception of 
Montecito avenue, all the names given 
are names already used for streets In 
line with the streets changed, or near¬ 
ly so. 

<)rdinance No. 142, prohibiting the 
leaving of rubbish or debris on the 
street for si period longer than five 
days after the completion of any street 
or sidewalk contract was also adopted. 
Contractors are reiiuired to leave 
streets in a condition as good as that 
in which they were found. 

Marshal Itay was empowered to hire 
whatever assistance may be necessary 
for the enforcement of the speed ordi¬ 
nance. It was at lirst suggested that 
the trustees hire a special speed cop, 
but Chairman Jones thought the re- 
8i)onsibility of enforcing the laws rest¬ 
ed with the marshal mther than with 
the trustees, he being elected and 
sworn to that duty. .After some dis¬ 
cussion the job was i)ut up to him, 
with the assurance of whatever assist¬ 
ance seemed necessary. 


TREE SURGEONS AT WORK 

E- W. Camp has been employing 
some experts at the newly de\ el iped 
art of ‘tree surgery” which greatly 
prolongs the life of trees which would 
otherwise decay and die. Some of the 
fine old oaks on his Grand View ave¬ 
nue place were rotting in places; in 
some cases hollows existing in the 
trunks. By thoroughly cleaning out 
the decayed places and removing all 
dead matter the hollows are pre¬ 
pared for the insertion of a cement 
mixture. This thoroughly Hlls the 
cavity, keeps out air and moisture, 
and prevents further decay. At the 
same time the original contour of the 
trunk is preserved. This treatment 
has worked with striking success in 
the trees of Pomona college campus 
at Claremont and in the Busch gar¬ 
dens of Pasadena. Probably the work 
now in , progress on Mr. Camp’s 
grounds is the first attempted in 
Sierra Madre. The preservation of 
the greatly admired live oaks is well 
worth the cost of the work. 


The Sierra Madre Cigar Coinjiany 
has just received a shipment of tobac¬ 
co from Connecticut amounting to 
about 2600 pounds. It is all for use in 
the cigar factory of the Messrs. 
Deutscli and was raised especially for 
their use. It is of the w'ell known 
Connecticut “broadleaf” variety and 
would furnish material for a good 
sized cloud of smoke If used all at 
once. 


DR. HALE RETURNS TO AMERICA 

Dr. George E. Hale, director of the 
Carnegie institution solar observatory 
on Mount Wilson, will sail from Ger¬ 
many some time in June for the Uuit- 
ed States. He has been absent nearly 
a year, .«ince his breakdown. 

Dr. Hale will not return to Mt. Wil¬ 
son before fall, it is believed, but will 
spend the summer somewhere on the 
.Atlantic coast. He was in Egypt dur¬ 
ing the winter, but has been traveling 
in (Germany for several months. 

Dr. Hale’s physical health was not 
bad when he left for Europe, but his 
mental condition was such as to alarm 
his friends. He got a severe case of 
brain-fag, through his researches: so 
that since he left, the observatory of¬ 
ficials here have not once written him. 
He has had a complete rest mentally, 
has not had to give a thought to the 
progress of science: and has not ev«n 
seen much of his personal mail. His 
wife opens it all, and communicates to 
him the substance of such personal let¬ 
ters as she thinks he should know. 

If Dr. Hale had to break down, it is 
fortunate for the progress of astron- 
amical re.'-earch that it should come 
this year, because at present the work 
of the observatory is restricted. The 
work, as is well known, is exclusively 
on the sun, and much of it is centered 
on the sunspots. These appear in 11- 
year periods, and the present year in 
halfway between periods of greatest 
freciuency, so the face of the sun is 
now very little troubled with freckles. 
Not for four or five years will there be 
enough spots to make interesting ob¬ 
servations, and the work of the astron¬ 
omers at present mainly consists in 
preparing instruments for the next pe¬ 
riod of sunspot frequency. 

By the time the spots begin to thick¬ 
en, it is believed that Dr. Hale will be 
in good shape to give his concentrated 
attention to them and to obtain such 
brilliant results as he got from the last 
observations. 

The ways' and means committee of 
the Woman’s Club has anntmnced a 
dancing party to be given at the club 
house on Saturday evening, June 10.

NEW BOOK OFF THE PRESS 

Announcement of a new book from 
the pen of Rev. James Al. Campbell, 
D. D., arouses interest far beyond the 
confines of Sierra Madre and South¬ 
ern California. The g >od d ictor's 
many friends here and elsewhere will 
be glad to read the announcement by 
the Fleming H. Revell Company of a 
volume of essays entitled “ Grow Old 
Along With Me,” which is just off the 
press. His previous works along theo¬ 
logical and devotional lines have been 
published and widely read on both 
sides jf the Atlantic. The new vol¬ 
ume is something of a departure in 
subject matter from the other works 
and in fact occupies a field in which 
little has been previously offered. As 
the publisher’s announcement says, the 
are of growing old gracefully has never 
been presented in a more sympathetic 
way than by the author of this delight¬ 
ful book. The title taken from Brown¬ 
ing’s Rabbi ben Ezra, springs from a 
common desire on the part of men and 
women to know how others look at life 
when the crest of the hill has been 
reached and the downward journey 
begun. The large demand for such a 
book is evidenced by the record 
of “F'ifty Years and Beyond,”’ which 
sold by tens of thousands and even to¬ 
day is more or less in demand. Dr. 
Campbell’s modern presentation of the 
subject is certain to awaken a respon¬ 
sive chord in thousands who are be¬ 
ginning to taste “the last of life for 
which the rest was made.” It is ex¬ 
pected that copies of the book will be 
received in about a week so that Sierra 
Madre yteople who desire may secure 
them here. 


EXHIBIT AT SCHOOL HOUSE 

Pupils of the public school had on 
exhibition on Monday afternoon ex¬ 
amples of the work done by the man¬ 
ual training classes since the holidays. 
The exhibits were viewed with interest 
and enthusiasm by a numbei’ of par¬ 
ents and friends. Especially favorable 
comment was heard on the work of the 
boys in the carpenter shop. Book 
shelves, boxes, hat racks and other ar¬ 
ticles were shown, s -me worked out 
according to specific instructions and 
some on designs drawn by the b >ys 
themsehes. This work has been con¬ 
ducted under supervision of Principal 
Bryson. The needlework of the girls 
also attracted much attention. Fine 
stitching, neat patching and smooch 
darning were shown, together with 
many beautifully finished articles. This 
work has been carried on under direc¬ 
tion of Miss Freeman and Miss Chap¬ 
man. The work of the drawing classes 
<if the various grades formed an impor¬ 
tant {>art of the exhibit, from that of 
the youngest tots upward. Consider¬ 
ing the fact that this has been the first 
year of manual training work in the 
Sierra Aladre schools the progress 
made seems remarkable, the more so 
because only two half-hour periods a 
week were devoted to it. The wisdom 
of the school trustees in establishing 
the department seems well justified.

I NEW BOOKS AT 
PUBLIC LIBRARY 

NEW ENCYCLOPEDIA |S ORDERED 

Gift of Many New Works tSf Fiction 

Received From Friend Who Has 
Previously Aided Library 

Library patrons will be interested in 
learning that the trustees have placed 
an order for the new Encyclopedia 
Britannica which has recently come 
from the press. It is not known just 
how soon the books will be recei\ed, as 
the order was placed with the publish¬ 
ers under their “pre-publication” offer 
and the sets will be shipped as fast as 
completed in the order in which orders 
were received. 

Much has been written for the news¬ 
papers regarding this new (eleventh) 
edition of the Britannica. But a peri¬ 
odical of the printing trade gives some 
interesting facts which have not gained 
wide circulation. The American copy¬ 
right law requires that books copy¬ 
righted in America shall be printed in 
this country from type set here. In 
compliance with that law the entire set 
of the Britannica has been duplicated 
in America. The contract for the 
American edition is said to have been 
the largest printing contract ever let. 

The composition of the entire work 
was executed by the Lakeside Press of 
Chicago. In the printing more than 
half a dozen of the largest printing 
house of Chicago, New York, Philadel¬ 
phia and Boston have been engaged. 
The type if arranged in a single line 
would reach from New York to San 
Francisco and 1.000 miles out into the 
Pacific. The type would weigh about 
250 tons. It is estimated that 100,000 
pounds of ink will be required for the 
first edition. 

The paper for the first edition repre¬ 
sents 10,000,000 sheets, each sheet near¬ 
ly five feet in length. The pages of a 
single set measure six miles in length 
and if all the pages in the first edition 
were attached to one another the strip 
would be long enough to encompass the 
earth twice and still leave a strip 10,- 
000 miles long. In the sewing of the 
volumes it is estimated 100,000 miles of 
thread will be used. 

The edition selected for the Sierra 
Aladre library will be printed on the 
thin India pajier and bound in full 
sheep. The demand for the India pa¬ 
per has been astonishing, this being 
the rtr.-t time it has ben used in a 
work of the character. Eighty-nine 
per cent of the orders received call for 
this paper. The woi'ld's production of 
such paper is very limited. The re- 
qujrements for the English and Ameri¬ 
can editions as indicated by the ad¬ 
vance orders called for more than nine 
times the average annual output of 
India paper in England. It became 
necessary, therefore, to make contracts 
in all of the five countries in which 
this paper is manufactured. 

Many New Books Received 
Books in great variety have been re¬ 
ceived within the past few weeks at 
the library. Travel, reference, music, 
history, sociology and fiction are rep¬ 
resented. 

Late fiction numbering twenty-nine 
volumes have been received through 
Air. P. R. Yerxa. as a gift to the li-

At this time of year the most invet¬ 
erate grouch ought to be able to take 
a vacation and try being an optimist 
for awhile. The joy of living is not 
hard to find in days and nights like 
these. 

Some very truthful man has said 
that women are either like men or they 
are unlike them.

If they are not alike 
then man are Incapable of representing 
them at the polls and their right to the 
ballot is unquestionable. 

Within a year Sierra Madre will 
have an opportunity to celebrate the 
fifth anniversary of the city’s incorpor¬ 
ation and the thirtieth anniversary of 
the “Sierra Madre Tract” as a sepa¬ 
rate division on the map. The occasion 
is one which ought not to be over¬ 
looked. Right now is none too early 
to begin to formulate plans. Who will 
take-the initiative? 


If a petition were presented with the 
signatures of half a hundred sick peo¬ 
ple asking that they be spared the or¬ 
deal of an excess of Fourth of July 
noise it would doubtless be heeded by 
those in authority as well as by the 
noise makers themselves. There are 
at least that many people scattered 
about town, too ill to be able to leave 
town for the day in search of relief 
and to whom the old-fashioned cele¬ 
bration is the most trying event of the 
year. Should their desires be disre¬ 
garded simply because they are unable 
to go about town and speak for them¬ 
selves?

On the other hand an early 
decision by the trustees would be fail 
to the merchants and the sick people 
might as well know in advance what 
to expect.

.VIore than one of the visiting edi¬ 
tors said last week that of all towns 
within their knowledge Sierra Madre 
easily came first as a desirable place 
of residence. Names are omitted to 
avoid the imputation of disloyalty to 
their home towns. But the remark 
may be set down as coming from their 
hearts. To a good many of us who 
really love the place there is more than 
the mere satisfaction of seeing the 
town grow when it gains a place in the 
hearts of others.

ORDINANCE NO. 142 
An Ordinance of the Board of Trustees 
of the City of Sierra Madre, Making 
It Unlawful to Leave Paving or Re¬ 
pairing Material, Etc., in a Public 
Street, Alley or Place, for Five Days 
After Completion of Work. 

The Board of Trustees of the City of 
Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1. It shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm or corporation de¬ 
positing or maintaining, or causing or 
lierinitting to be deposited or main¬ 
tained. paving, building or repairing 
material of any kind whatsoever, or 
any debris or rubbish, in any public 
street, alley or other public place in 


the City of Sierra Madre, to permit 
any such material, debris or rubbish to 
remain in or upon such street, alley or 
place for a period of five days after the 
completion of the work for which such 
material is deposited or maintained, or 
to fail, refuse or neglect for such pe¬ 
riod of five days to place such street, 
alley or other place in as good condi¬ 
tion as the same was in prior to the 
depositing of such material or debris 
thereon. 

SEC. 2. Upon a failure for such 
period of five days to remove such ma¬ 
terial. debris or rubbish, or to place 
such street, alley or other public place 
in as good a condition as the same 
was in prior to the depositing of such 
material or debris thereon, such per¬ 
son, firm or corporation shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall, upon conviction, be punishable by 
a tine not to exceed one hundred dol¬ 
lars, or by imprisonment not to exceed 
fifty days, or by both such fine and im¬ 
prisonment, 

SEC. 3. The City Clerk shall certify 
to the adoption of this ordinance, and 
shall cause the same to be published 
once in the Sierra Madre News, a 
weekly newspaper published and circu¬ 
lated in said city, and hereby desig¬ 
nated for that purpose, and thereupon 
and thereafter the same shall take ef¬ 
fect and be in force.

ORDINANCE NO. 144 
An Ordinance of the Board of Trustees 
of the City of Sierra Madre, Regu¬ 
lating the Keeping of Domestic Ani¬ 
mals in Said City, and Repealing 
Ordinances Nos. 140 and 58 of the 
Ordinances of the City of Sierra 
Madre. 


The Board of Trustees of the City 
of Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1. It shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm or corporation to 
keep, leave, maintain or allow to re¬ 
main, or to cause or permit to be kept, 
left or maintained, any domestic ani¬ 
mal within thirty feet of any residence, 
hotel, apartment house, church or 
school building w’ithln the City of 
Sierra Madre. 

SEC. 2. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to keep, 
leave, maintain or allow to remain, or 
to cause or permit to be kept, left 
or maintained, any burro upon prem¬ 
ises in his or its possession or control, 
within that portion of the City of 
Sien-a Madre designated as The Re¬ 
stricted Domestic Animal District, 
without first having obtained a permit 
therefor from the Board of Health of 
the City of Sierra Madre. 

The Restricted Domestic Animal 
District is bounded as follows: Com¬ 
mencing at the junction of Central 
Avenue and Canon Avenue: thence 
North to Alegria Avenue; thence West 
to Mountain Trail Avenue; thence 
North to Mira Monte Avenue: thence 
to the junction of Mira Monte Avenue 
and Carter Avenue; thence North-west 
and West along Carter Avenue and 
line of Carter Avenue extended to 
Sierra Madre Avenue: thence South on 
Sierra Madre Avenue to Manzanita 
Avenue: thence East on Manzanita 
Av’enue to Hermosa Avenue: thence 
North on Hermosa Aven-'e to Bonita 
Avenue; thence along the line of Bon¬ 
ita Avenue extended to th" line of 
Canon Avenue; thence North o point 
of beginning. 

SEC. 3. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to keep, 
leave, maintain or allow to remain, or 
to cause or permit to be kept left f>r 
maintained, any burro, or mo<e than 
three domestic animals of any other 


kind, upon any premises in his or its 
possession or control, within the Re¬ 
stricted Domestic Animal District here¬ 
inbefore described, without first ha\ - 
ing obtained a permit therefor from 
the Board of Health of the City of 
Sierra Madre. 

SEC. 4. That no permit grant*; I by 
the Board of Health under the provi¬ 
sions of this ordinance shall be grant¬ 
ed except upon the written application 
of the person, firm or corporation de¬ 
siring the same, which application shall 
be signed by the applicant, and shad 
specify the location of the prcjuiises 
upon which it is proposed to keep or 
permit to be kept more ch.‘jn three 
domestic animals as herein provided; 
and said application shall further spe¬ 
cify the number and kind of animals 
proposed to be kept on such premises; 
and no application for such permit 
shall be considered by said Board un¬ 
less the same be accompanied by the 
w’ritten consent of the owners of a 
majority of the frontage of all prop¬ 
erty in the block w'herein the premises 
specified in the application are situat¬ 
ed, and fronting upon the streets 
bounding said block, and by the writ¬ 
ten consent of the owners of a ma¬ 
jority of the frontage of all property 
fronting on the opposite side of the 
street upon which the location speci¬ 
fied in the application abuts, and be¬ 
tween the nearest intersecting streets. 
Such application shall be filed with the 
Board of Health of the City of Sierra 
Madre, and the sum of Two Dollars 
for each application shall be paid by 
the applicant upon filing the same, and 
no other costs or expenses shall be re¬ 
quired from the applicant for filing 
or issuing such permit. All moneys 
derived from this source shall be paid 
into the city treasury of the City of 
Sierra Madre. 

SEC. 5. For the purposes of this 
ordinance the word ’’premises” is here¬ 
by defined to be any parcel of land 
which is held, occupied or used in one 
body, whether it contains one or more 
lots or parcels of land. 

SEC. 6. For the purposes of this 
ordinance the words “domestic ani¬ 
mal” are hereby defined to mean 
horse, mule, cow, hog, goat or burro. 

SEC. 7. The Board of Health is 


hertby authorized and empowered to 
revoke the permit of any person, firm 
or corporation, issued under the pro¬ 
visions of this ordinance, whenever it 
shall appear to said Board that the 
premises are being maintained, kept 
or allowed to remain in an unclean or 
unsanitary condition. 

SEC. 8. Ordinance No. 58, entitled 
“An Ordinance of the Boai*d of Trus¬ 
tees of the City of Sierra Madre, reg¬ 
ulating the Keeping of Live Stock and 
Domestic Animals in the said City of 
Sierra Madre,” and ordinance No. 140, 
entitled “An Ordinance of the Board 
of Trustees of the City of Sierra Madre 
Regulating the Keeping of Domestic 
Animals in the said City of Sierra 
Madre. and Repealing Ordinance No. 
58 of the Ordinances of the City of 
Sierra Madre,” and all other ordinances 
or parts of ordinances in conflict here¬ 
with, are hereby repealed. 

SEC. 9. Any person, firm or corpor¬ 
ation violating this ordinance, or any 
provision thereof, shall be deemed guil¬ 
ty of a misdemeanor, and shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be punishable by 
a fine not to exceed One Hundred Dol¬ 
lars, or by imprisonment for a period 
not to exceed fifty days, or by both 
such fine and Imprisonment. 

SEC. 10. The City Clerk shall cer¬ 
tify to the adoption of this ordinance, 
and shall cause the same to be pub¬ 
lished once in The Sierra Madre New'S, 
a weekly newspaper published and cir¬ 
culated in said City of Sierra Madre, 
and hereby designated for that pur¬ 
pose, and thereupon and thereafter the 
same shall take effect and be in force. 


The foregoing ordinance w'as adopt¬ 
ed at a regular adjourned meeting of 
the Board of Trustees of the City of 
Sierra Madre. held on the 1st day of 
June, 1911, by the affirmative vote of 
at least three trustees, to-wit:

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AT THE THEATERS 


OPENING OF NEW ORPHEUM 

! While the exact date for the opening 
j to the public of the magnificent new 
' Los Angeles Orpheum lias not been set, 

' sufficient progress has been made of 
late to justify the assertion that its 
I doors will swing outward to the hosts 
who eagerly await this event some time 
! earlj’ in June. The opening will be 
! made an occasion of great joy and 
I much cerem my, and wil probably take 
rank as the most prominent function 
of the year in the Angel City. 

As is generally known, this new- 
I $500,000 building stands on the east 
j side of Broadway, getween 6th and 7th 
I streets, in the very heart of the city’s 
best retail section. The building itself 
is five stories high, of steel, concrete 
I and brick. The exterior is In tapes¬ 
try cream brick, highly ornamented 
with polychrome terra cotta, in fanci¬ 
ful designs, and high lighted with nu¬ 
merous electric bulbs. Four graceful 
statutes, representing Comedy, Music, 
Dance and Drama, have places on its 
front. Stores and offices fill the front 
! portion of the structure. 

The auditorium seats above 2000, on 
three fioors. The main floor is very 
wide and shallow, and 60 feet marks 
the distance between the farthest seat 
and the stage. At each side of the 
great proscenium arch are 12 boxes 
and on the main balcony are 13 loges, 
back of which are the tiers of seats, 
rising to the back wall. Above this is 
the family circle, similarly arranged 
except for the loges, and back of that 
is the gallery. More than 40 exits are 
so planned as to empty the entire house 
in two minutes. 

Ventilation and heating plants work 
automatically and synchronously, so as 
to keep the temperature within one de¬ 
gree of any desired figure. The air is 
drawn in through great fans, taken to 
the plenary chamber occupying the en¬ 
tire basement, washed, heated or 
cooled, as is desired, and fed to the 
house through openings under each 
seat. It is gently drawn upwards and 
out by fans in the dome, thus keeping 
up a constant change of air.
